Under directives from the State Government, plans for a continuation of 
working from home were made during the holidays and these were initially 
implemented, however as you read this you will be aware that these plans 
were very quickly changed and a move to a full return implemented. Again I 
can only say that I am amazed at how seamlessly this was all accomplished. 
It 1s hoped that with a sensible approach to cleanliness; respect for personal 
space; postponement of excursions/large group meetings and a fair share 
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of good luck, we should be able to 
have as close to a normal second 
half of Term as possible. 


During the holidays and lockdown 
period, we were able to undertake 
some school improvements together 
with a huge program of cleaning in 
readiness for any move to face to 
face teaching. Further renovation 
was undertaken on the school oval; 
the re-roofing of the COLA’s was 
completed; minor repairs were made 
to the hall entrance and painting 
both inside and out completed. 

Still to come are improvements to 
our science laboratories which will 
be done in readiness for the 2021 
school year. 


Term 2 is always an important 

time of year in terms of assessment 
and reporting. The impact of the 
Covid-19 outbreak means that this 
will also look a little different. 

Ata school level, assessment 

will still take place and reports 

will be distributed. The fact that 
students were not at school meant 
that certain types of tasks could 

not be undertaken and skills 
assessed. Nonetheless, a clear 
picture of performance under the 
conditions that existed can and will 
be made. Reports will reflect this 
performance. The good news is that 
semester 2 reports will be back to 
usual, and those outcomes that could 
not be reported on in semester 1 will 
be covered in the second half of the 
year. 


On a wider scale, you would no 
doubt have heard that there will 

be no NAPLAN testing for 2020. 
There has been no announcement 
as yet about future years, but as 
soon as we know we will pass on 
the details. The HSC will go ahead 
with adjustments made with the start 
date and the assessment of some 
practical subjects. Given that we 
made the decision to bring our Year 
12 students back 2 weeks earlier 


than required, I believe that our boys 
will be well placed in relation to the 
rest of the state, and so long as they 
continue to work hard, should have 
no reason to be worried about their 
results. 


Although there has to be a severe 
restriction to non-essential activities, 
we will continue with our Macquarie 
University and ABCN associations 
in Terms 2 and 3. Boys in years 

8; 9; 10 and 11, will still have the 
opportunity and work on a variety 
of mentoring, reading and volunteer 
programs, however it is envisaged 
that most will be on-line. We will 
continue to investigate other online 
options for our boys.

All students are to be congratulated 
for a positive start of the year. 

Year 7 students are settling in 

well with the high school routine 
and have actively carried out 
first-hand investigations during 
face to face teaching in Term 1. 
Year 8 students have honed their 
scientific skills by trailling different 
techniques to separate mixtures. 
Year 9 researched immunisation and 
modelled the functioning of human 
body’s immune system, while Year 
10 expanded their knowledge of 
Chemistry by looking into various 
types of chemical reactions. 


Year 12 are now a little over halfway

to investigate the effects of 

abiotic factors in an ecosystem. 
Students took the role of ecologists 
and conducted various tests to 
determine the health of the lake. 
The information obtained from 

this field trip contributed towards 
their depth study assessment task. 
Congratulations to Year 11 Biology 
for completing their first depth study 
assessment.

NSW Premier’s Reading 
Challenge Rule Changes 2020 


In order to help all students meet the 
Challenge requirements this year, 
there have been important changes 
to the 2020 PRC Challenge rules: 


* Students will be able to 
include 10 choice books in their 
Reading Records. 


* Students will be able to 
include books read as part of 
collaborative reading with teachers 
or parents. 


* Students who fail to meet 
the Challenge requirements in 2020 
will not be disadvantaged if they 
participate in the PRC in the future. 


Classic Literature Audiobooks 
and Text with Librivox and 
Loyal Books 


With many students at present 
working from home now might be 
a good time to get acquainted with 
some of the classics of literature. 

A good way of doing this 1s with 
audiobooks either by themselves or 
by reading the book while listening. 


Librivox and Loyal Books are 
examples of online companies 
which make available audiobooks or 
text editions of classic books which 
are no longer in copyright. Some 
examples of books no longer in 
copyright would be: 


The Call of the Wild 
by Jack London 


Call of the Wild is an emotional 
rollercoaster of a novel set during 
the late 19th century Klondike Gold 
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Rush. The central 
character is Buck, 
an Alaskan sled 
dog who 1s forced 
to adjust to the 
cruel climate in 
order to survive. 
If you have even 
a remote love of 
dogs then you will fall head over 
heels in love with this book. In fact, 
take away the fact that Buck is a dog 
and the story 1s the same, a struggle 
against greed and to live a life of 
freedom.
